WASH May 9.—An official dis- 
patch fram jo, received at the Japan- 
ese Legation today, states that the rati- 
fications of the treaty of peace between 
Japan and China were exchanged at Chee- 
Foo on Wednesday. No change was made 
in the text of the treaty as originally con- 
cluded. Taking into aocount, however, the 
recommendations made by Russia, France 
and Germany, the Japanese government 
as agreed to the renouncement of the 
permanent possession of the Liao-Tung 
peninsula, on condition that the arrange- 
ment regarding the terms and form of re- 
nunciation shall be reserved for adjust- 
ment between iteelf and the government of 
China. 

This latter stipulation is construed to 
mean that Japan will mot surrender the 
peninsula until a suitable indemnity shall 
have been paid, and that it may have been 
agreed between Japan and China that the 
possession of Port Arthur itself should be

' ORDERS GIVEN TO MOBILIZE. 

LONDON, May 9.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg states that up to Sunday it 
was believed that Japan would refuse to 
give up Port Arhtur. Orders were given 
to mobilize 110,000 troops in the Irkutsk 
and Tomsk. districts and a credit of 20,- 
000,000 roubles was opened. It was in 
view of this attitude of Russia that Japan 
immediately yielded to the demands made 
by Russia, France and Germany. 

THOSE “GOOD OFFICES.” 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The State De- 
partment has just issued an appendix to 
the volume of foreign relations of 1894, 
comprising a history of the Chinese- 
Japanese war. 

The connection of this country in this 
matter firet appears in a dispatch dated 
June 22, last year, from Uhl, acting secre- 
tary, to United States Minister Sill at 
Seoul, in which he says: In view of the 
friendly interest of the United States in 
the welfare of Korea and its people, you 
are, by direction of the President, in- 
structed to use very possible effort for the 
preservation of peaceful conditionms.’’ Min- 
ister Sill replied that he would @o as much 
as possible in the interest of peace. 

On July 2 the Korean Minister here ap- 
peared at the State Department, and, by 
the direction of his government, appealed 
do Secretary Gresham to call a powerful 
conference to prevent conflict. 

On July 8 Sill cabled that the Korean 
Minister at Washington had cabled his 
government that Secretary Gresham had 
advised him to protest against the demand 
of the Japanese Minister (for great re- 
forms) made under duress, and to notify 
the Foreign Minister. Secretary Gresham 
very promptly cabled, saying that he had 
told the Korean Minister that this gov- 
ernment could not entertain the ‘proposal, 
and not advising Korea to protest and 
notify the powers 

On July 2 Secretary Gresham sent a long 
letter to Ambassador Bayard at London, 
giving the statement of what had occurred 
in Washington, and the extent to which 
our government had exercised ite good 
offices in the interest of peace. 

On October 6 Goschen, the British 
charge d'affaires here, telegraphed from 
New London to ascertain whether the 
Unkted States government would join with 
England, Germany, France and Russia in 
intervention on the basis of the guaran- 
tee of Korean independence, and a war in- 
demnity to Japan, but six days later Sec- 
retary Gresham -replied that while the 
President earnestly desired that China and 
Japan should agree on terms of peace, 
alike honorable to both, and not humbling 
to Korea, he could not join the powers in 
an intervention. 

On November 23 Minister Denby cabled 
at the expense of the Chinese government 
an appeal to the President to do China the 
great favor to intervene to stop the war 
and re-establish peace. In reply Gresham 
cabled on November 26, stating that this 
country was willing to act as peace media- 
tor. At the same time he cabled Minister 
Dun a dispatch in which he suggests that 
the Japanese government might accept the 
offer of the United States as mediator to 
secure peace. 

Two days later he cabled Denby that 
while the President preferred to act alone 
he would act jointly with other powers, 
if Japan consented, to determine the 
amount of indemnity. Dun then cabled 
that while China was willing to accept 
the United States’ offer, the Japanese gov- 
ernment practically declined the offer. 

On November 17 the Japanese govern- 
ment requests that if China desires to ap- 
proach Japan on the subject of peace it 
shall be dore through the United States 
Legation at Peking, to which Secretary 
Gresham assented. Some part of the cor- 
respondence at this point is devoted to a 
history of the attempt at a settlement of 
the war through Mr. Dietring.

The Republican national conventions of 88 
and 92 declared in equally emphatic terms 
for the free coinage of silver, as did the 
Populist convention of 92. It will thus 
be seen that in every possible way the 
American people have, from 1877 to the 
present time, decared for demonetization 

“What has happened in the last few 
months is not a rapid spread of the free-

A FIGHT IN THE OPEN. 

CHICAGO, May 9.—The Executive Com- 
mittee of the Honest Money League de- 
cided to come out and fight the silver 
men in the open. The work of organiz- 
ing the wards of Chicago against free 
silver will be begun at once. This, the 
members say, means the first step in 
the fierce battle for the national delega- 
tion which will be elected in 1896. The 
work will begin in Cook county, but the 
agents of the league will press it until 
it ramifies throughout the State. 

In taking this step the governing com- 
mittee of the league has determined to 
leave to the people the matter of the 
adoption of a financial pledge for the 
national delegation. The members say 
that the committee found it best to ig- 
nore the State convention, but since the 
delegates have been chosen they are for 
the delegates whose opinions on the 
money question will have some weight. 
The Committtee on State Organization of 
the league yesterday issued an address 
to Democrats of the State. It says that 
the aggressive measures taken by the 
silver men made it imperative that im- 
mediate action should be taken to let the 
people of the State known what would 
be the result of the abrogation of the 
sound currency. 

The address says that the time for tem- 
porizing and compromising has passed, 
and that a decisive fight must at once 
be made against the silver men. It ends 
by urging the organization of an auxil- 
lary to the Honest Money League in every 
county of the State. It is signed by A. 

Goodrich, John M. Palmer, W. C. 
Asay, W. E. Thorn and F. S. Bogle. The 
members of the Démiocratic Central Com- 
mittee say they are net disturbed by the 
action of the league. 

WILL HAVE REPRESENTATION.

Five Policemen on Duty at Woodley 
and the White House.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Five metropol- 
itan policemen are detailed for daily duty 
at Woodley, where the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland reside, and their instructions 
from the superintendent of police are not 
to leave the President’s country seat un- 
guarded for a moment.

Labor Commissioner Fitzgerald to 
Become an Information Bureau.

While in this 
condition, it is asserted, the Dunns perfor- 
ated them with Winchester bullets and 
buckshot.

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A NEW ILLUMINANT. 


CHEAP ACETYLENE AND ITS 
WONDERFUL POSSIBILITIES. 


The Great Discovery of Prof. Vivian 
B. Lewes—An Illuminant Which 
Makes Electric Lights 
Look Dim. 


Cheniists are just now greatly interested 
in the discovery of a method for the man- 
ufacture of acetylenb on a large scale. The 
Journal of Gas Lighting describes the 
process exhibited recently in London. 

“The time was Wednesday, January 16; 
the place, the well-known lecture theater 
of the Society of Arts, London; the man, 
Prof. Vivian B. Lewes; and che matter, 
commercial acetylene. From this com- 
bination resulted, then and there, a sensa- 
tion which, unless appearances are ut- 
terly illusory, will echo and re-echo 
through the industrial world for @ very 
long time to came. When the announce- 
ment was made that Prof. Lewes would 
reid a paper on ‘The Commercial Synthe- 
sis of Illuminating Hydrocarbon,’ no indi- 
cation was given of the particular turn 
which the communication would take, but 
that a high degree of interest and im- 
portance would be found to attach to 
Prof. Lewes’s matter was foreshadowed 
by the steps taken, with the co-operation 
of Sir. H. Trueman Wood, the secretary 
of the society, to secure a fit audience for 
the occasion. In consequence of this ef- 
fort, a goodly contingent of gas engineers 
and others interested in the gas industry 
put in an appearance at the society’s house 
last Wednesday evening; Dut it was not to 
be supposed that a single individual 
among this critical portion of the audi- 
ence had the faintest expectation of what 
was coming, or entertained the slightest 
idea that he was about to assist at what 
will, in all probability, come to be re- 
garded throughout the gas and the allied 
interests as an epoch-making demonstra- 
tion. Prof. Lewes’s and the society’s se- 
cret was perfectly kept; and its disclosure 
at the proper time was, therefore, all the 
more astounding. For his design was no 
other than the first exhibition to the world 
of one of the most striking of the fruits 
of modern scientific discovery in the new 
territory of physico-chemistry, the prod- 
uet of that remarkable research of T. L. 
Willscn—carbide of calcium—the nature 
and properties of which were, by a pure 
coincidence, described in our last week's 
‘Technical Record.’ The absorbing inter- 
est of this programme, and the brilliant 
manner in which it was carried out, are 
not likely to fade from the minds of those 
who had the good fortune to attend on 
this historic occasion.“ 

Prof. Lewes made no attempt to hedge 
his exhib‘ton about with mystery. After 
he had stated that he was about to deal 
with the synthesis of acetylene in bulk, he 
was careful to show that there is nothing 
absolutely new about carbide of caicuim 
or the phenomenon of its giving off acety- 
lene when wetted with water. He then 
proceeded to show the production and 
uses of it on a commercial scale by the 
method of Mr. Willson. 


A REMARKABLE EXHIBITION. 


“And a very startling exhibition it w 
as utterly fresh and convincing as 
matter in the hands of a master in the 
art of science exposition could make it. 
Carbide of calcium, as known to science, 
was a chemical curiosity until Mr. Win- 
son happened upon a way of preparing 
it im bulk in the course of his experi- 
ments upon the manufacture of calcium 
alloys by the agency of his electrical fur- 
nace. - But this discovery put a new face 
upon the compound. When an article 
that has only existed in grains comes to 
be turned out by tire ton, it is, to all in- 
tents and purposes, a new article. In 
this sense, carbide of calcium is very new 
indeed; and its industrial possibilities are 
newer Still, inasmuch as only the most 
direct and obvious of these developments 
have as yet been so much as h‘nted at. 

“Take it that the material can be pro- 
duced by the ton, and it is impossible to 
surmise what chemical industry will be 
able in the fullness of time to make of it. 
The product of fusing er, in an 


lime and carbon in any suitable form 

exhibited by Prof. Lewes as a green- 
ish-gray, stone-like substance greatly re- 
sembling the commonest description of 
serpentine rock. When kept im the air, a 
light coat of lime soon forms on its sur- 
face. Upon handling it a faint, unpleas- 
ant odor, suggestive of garhic, and 
also not altogether unlike the familiar 
reek that emanates. from the iron- 
work cf an old gas purifier, 
manifests itself. To all appearance, it is 
a dull, inert stone, devoid of any other 


capabilities. Upon a piece of this material 
Prof. Lewes sprinkled a few drops of 
water from a wash bottle and put a lighted 
taper to it. The nascent gas —acetylene— 
immediately ignited with more than the 
brilliancy of the pitchy flame of highly 
bituminous coal. in an open fire, and con- 
tinued to burn fitfully over the wetted 
surface until all the water was gone. 
Then came the display of the same gas 
evolved in a jar (standing upon the lec- 
ture table,) which contained pieces of the 
carbide in water, and stored in makeshift 
Fass holders. It was a dramatic denou>- 
ment of Prof. Lewes's little plot when he 
applied a light first to a single open flar- 
flame burner, and then to a group of simi- 
lar burners, and people saw for the first 
time in a public place the intensely bril- 
liant, white and solid-looking flame of 
burning pure acetylene. 

“It is, indeed a flame to wonder at. 
Nothing like it ever before came within the 
ken of a gas manager or dazzled the vis- 
fon of a photome:rist. There is something 
startling in the suggestion that gas of 
240 candle power—calculated, in accord- 
ance with photometrical practice, upon the 
basis of a consumption of five cubic feet

When the carbide 
of calcium first came into Prof. Lewes's 
possession this had not, in fact, been done, 
and, in order to get a flame of acetylene 
at all, the American handlers of the gas 
had fallen back upon the brutal device of 
diluting it with a certain proportion of air. 
This was to repeat the crude American 
way of rendering naptha gas usable. But 
the dilution of acetylene with air is even 
more objectionable than ie the same treat- 


ment in regard to naptha gas, inasmuch as 


it is more easily converted into a violent 
explosive mixture. Prof. Lewes, in suc- 
ceeding in burning acetylene in 
the pure state in which it comes 
from the mixture of calcium carbide 
and water, has saved its prospects as an 
illuminant. He showed on Wednesday 
those wonderful acetylene gas flames. al- 
ready memioned, each produced by burn- 
ing the gas as made in the simple way 
described, without any adventitious me- 
chanical or chemical aid, after the rate of 
half a cubic foot per hour, and stated to 
yield a measured illuminating power of 
twenty-five candles. This could easily be 
credited. But what it is more difficult to 
convey im mere words 16 
of steadfastness, whiteness, 
speak, solidity which the flames in ques- 
tion made on the observer. At a little 
distance no non-luminous zone could 

perceived; but, on a close inspection, a 
tiny speck of blue over the top of the 
burner was visible. No smoke or 
esca from these flames, which, al- 
though exhibiting im their color the evi- 
dence of intensely active combustion, were 
found to be much cooler than oil gas or 
albo-carbon gas flames of the same size. 
This is a most striking feature of free- 
burning acetylene. The incandescent elec- 
tric , of normal brilliancy, by which 
the lecture theater was lit were made to 
look as dull as ‘red-hot hairpins’ by the 
aggressive acetylene, which itself, by vir- 


tue of the irradiation produced by its 
daztiing white flame, appeared to ferm 
balls of almost blinding light When viewed 


directly in face or sideways of the flame. 
The mantle of the incandescent gas light 
is no whiter than, if it is so white as, the 
naked acetylene flame, which does not 
flicker or change color; but, in the ab- 
sence of means of making a direct com- 
parison between the two lights, it is rash 
to say which would bear the palm for pur- 
ity of tint. 
PRACTICAL USES. 

“It ia not for us to say what may be 
done with this new eervant of a commu- 
nity that ever clamors for more light, and 
gets it more easily and cheaply every day. 
Considerations of the cost at which the 
carbide of calcium will be producible, and 
of the prospects of its utilisation as a 
means of generating portable gaé light, or 
as an enricher of common coal gas, sug- 
gest themselves to every one who sees 
or hears of the substance and its qualities. 
But it is premature to discues such ques- 
tions at present. All that need be said 
upon these points for the time being was 
said on Wednesday by Prof. Lewes, and by 
those who took part in the extremely co- 
gent little diecussion that followed his 
brilliant discourse. When the time is ripe 
for more it will dowbtlees be forthcom- 
ing. Meanwhile, tt is only doing justice 
to all the parties concerned last 
‘Wednesday's memorable proceedings in 
the Adelphi, to acknowledge the high in- 
terest of the whole subject, and the ade- 
quate manner in which it was presenied 
to the general and technical public. The 
discoverer of this system is to de con- 
gratulated upon the promise of the new in- 
dustrial development. Prof. Lewes may 
be complimented upon the deft and con- 
vineing way in which he performed the 
part of introducer of the novelty, and—if 
last, not teast—the Society of Arts de- 
serves to be credited with having proved 
once more the practical value of the 
agency wielded by the council and the eec- 
retary of this useful institution, for giving 
publicity readily and promptly to war- 
rantable novelties in science and the in- 
dustrial arts.“ 


THE DISCOVERER’S OWN STATEMENT. 


The American Druggist and Pharmaceu-

A PREMIUM ON GOLD. Reports from 
Washington are to the effect hat deposits 
of gold at the Wesern mints have fallen 
off. Like the depletion that occurred 
during the monhs of January and Febru- 
ary, this diminuation is caused by the fact 
that gold is being purchased direct from 
the smelters by a New York syndicate 
of bankers at a premium of about one- 
eighth over and above the government 
rate allowed at the mints. It is under- 
stood that the syndicate holding a con- 
tract for the purchase of $64,000,000 of gold 
bonds prefers gold in the shape of bullion 
rather than coin, in case it becomes 
necessary to ship it. The syndicate has 
such a wide margin of profit on the rate 
of premium paid the government for the 
bonds that it can afford to pay an advance 
of one-eighth, or indeed as high as 1 per 
cent. over the mint price of gold. The 
ulterior purpose of the Morgan-Belmont- 
Rothschild syndicate is probably to ob- 
tain command of the American stock. of 


gold and thus corner the market and ap- 
preciate its Value. 
COMMERCIAL. 


SHORTAGE OF CORN HUSKS. One 
of the latest products in which there is 
reported to be a scarcity is that of corn 
husks. Some people may be surprised to- 
learn that there is quite a trade carried 
on in corn husks, but such is the fact. 
They may be seen displayed for sale in 
bundles at some of the Mexican stores 
in Los Angeles. The husks are used for 
the purpose of enclosing that mysterious 
combination of corn meal and flesh or 
fowl—which is generally immature veal 
and sometimes even, it is said, dob 
veal’— known as the tamale. Accord- 
ing to the San Francisco Call, the tamale 
dealers of that city are being forced out 
of the business owing to the scarcity 
of these husks, which usualy sell at from 
2 to 4 cents a pound. 

This year they began to get scarce 
about January 1, Prices began to go up. 
It was then discovered that there were 
no husks to be had in the United States. 
Early rains had spoiled most of those 
picked for the tamale trade, and the rest 
were not available. Charles 8. Kapp of 
the firm of Kapp & Street of San Fran- 
cisco, secretly sent a man to Mexico to 
buy up all the husks in the market there. 
He received ten tons of husks, and though 
some of them cost 40 cents a pound, he 
was glad to get them at that. Had they 
not arrived he would have been forced 
to give up what he has made a very lu- 
crative business. 

The Call gives the following interest- 
ing particulars in regard to this little 
known industry: 

“The fluctuations of the corn husks have 
been peculiar. When Ned Foster re- 
ceived the tamale concession of the Mid- 
winter Fair he had fifty tons of husks 
picked for him, most of which came from 
Merced county. They cost him 3 and 4 
cents a pound. 

“After the fair he had about twenty- 
four. tons left. In November, 1894, he 
sold ten tons of these to Mr. Kapp, and 
the rest to a Mr. Palmer at 5 cents a 
pound. On January 8 Mr. Kapp paid Mr. 
Palmer 8 cents for a portion of his 
husks. In February, he paid him 16 
cents, and in Mareh he bought all that 
Mr. Palmer would sell him for 25 cents 
a pound. 

“Most of the husks used here come 
from Southern California. That source 
of supply was exhausted early this year. 
“From Kansas and Colorado a few were 


pealed to. 

“The answer was that in Kentucky they 
burnt the husks or ted them to the cows, 
but that there would be plenty next year. 

“The small local tamale. makers, who 
buy their tamales as they use them, have 
been forced to go out of the business, as 
the men with large stocks will not sell. 
Even N. Garcia, the pioneer of the tamale 
industry, who has stewed up chicken and 
peppers in Hinckley alley for that pur- 
— for twenty years, has had to discon- 
tinue. 

J. T. Swoffort, who has had a large 
business for eight years, dazzled by the 
opportunity of selling husks for which he 
had paid 2 cents a pound, for 25 cents, 
sold his entire stock, thinking the top 
notch was reached, and he could buy 
more soon at low figures. He has had to 
shut up his shop. 

“Foster, after selling his husks, de- 
cided to open a tamale-garden on the 
roof of the buildings in the Blythe block. 
This plan fell through. Later he con- 
tracted for the lot on Eddy street, re- 
cently bought by Mr. Spreckels from the 
old hermit who had lived there for years. 
Mr. Foster bought vast quantities of 
red pepper. made his contracts for 
chickens, and then found he could not get 
husks for love nor money, and 
give up his scheme. 

“Corn husks are not very heavy, but 
in San Francisco an average of 600 
pounds are used every night for tamales. 
On Saturdays this figure will reach 800 
pounds. From this an estimate can be 
gained of what privations would ensue 
should the husks now on hand be des- 
troyed.”’ 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


MORE OIL. Another important step 
has been taken toward the development 
of the .local oil flelds. A few days ago 
articles of incorporation of the Central 
Oil Company were filed with the County 
Clerk. The capital stock of $150,000 has 
been fully subscribed. The board of di- 
rectors consists of W. W. Neuer and H. 
R. Lacy of Wilkesbarre, Pa.; Abram Hoag, 
South Riverside; H. W. Hines, Pasadena: 
and William H. Cook, Robert Bulla and 
J. F. Sartori of this city. 

Mr. Neuer, who is the presiéent of this 
corporation, has operat extensively in 
the Bradfield oil section of Pennsylvania. 
This is not.a new enterpfise. The par- 


ties interested in it have for over two 


years been looking over the section which 
extends from Los Angeles to Puente, 
along the range of hills known as the 
Repetto hills, south of Ramona, which 
are undoubtedly an extension of the 
Puente hills, broken at the point where 
the San Gabriel has cut its way through. 
This corporation has leased about 5000 
acres of land in two sections, one ‘being 
on the Repetto hills, a few miles south 
of Ramona, and the other at a point about 
six miles norfhwest of Puente, back of 
Whittier, where chere have been for some 
years several wells. Just east of this 
last mentioned tract is the large prop- 
erty which is being developed by the 
Union Oil Company, and then come the 
Puente wells. 

The opinion which the incorporators of 
this company have formed in regard to 
the trend of the ail belt agrees with that 
which was expressed by Mr. Watts, the 
expert, who was sent down here by the 
State Board of Mineralogy, and who, as 
mentioned in The Times, believes that 
the local oil field is not connected with 
those of Newhall and Ventura. but is an 
extension of the Puente field. A line 
drawn from the Puente, wells throug 
the Whittier oil field and the Repett 
hills would come out very near the Sec- 
ond street park section. It is not im- 
probable that within a year or so the 
entire section from Los Angeles to 
Puente. along the hills, may be dotted 
with oil wells. One thing at least is cer- 
tain in regard to this local oil industry, 
and that is the deposits have as yet 
been scarcely touched. When oil is 
found outside the city by parties who 
own er control thousands of acres then 
the development of our petroleum e. 
ests will commence in earnest.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Wheat opened strong 
at sse bid for July compared with 62% at 
the close yesterday, and it continued firm 
and with an advancing tendency all the 
forenoon, selling up to 63% and maintain- 
ing itself near the top most of the time.

PARKS AND PROFLIGACY. 


RAPID DEPLETION OF THE PUR 
LIC PURSE. 


Mayor Rader and His Administra- 
tion Are Expensive Luxuries 
The Figures Are Shown 
to Prove It. 


(The Investor, May 9 The pas 
purse of Los Angeles city has been 4. 
pleted to the extent of $27,156.60 since our 
last issue, which contained particulars, 
of andited demands amounting to 11. 
082.20. The list is largely made up of 
salaries. Those for the fire department 
for April have amounted to $3,774.65, while 
the police for the same time have cost 
$3,006.21. The very tidy sum of . 
294.55 has been expended for labor and 
salaries by the Park Commissioners. The 
miscellaneous disbursements upon parks 
for the same period amounted to $451.39, 
or a total of $4,745.74 spent upon city 
parks for the month of April, equivalemt 
to an annual expenditure of $66,948.88, 
most of which is for labor and salaries. 
The municipal reports show that the €z- 
pense account of the parks, aside from 
the improvement account, was for 189%, 
$7,079.91, and for 1894, $6,532.50. It is 
very evident, judging by the extrava- 
gant expenditures of the past month that 
the Mayor and his friends calculated upom 
the park bonds being voted by the peo- 
ple, and were so certain of this resu> 
that they began their wasteful outlay Dee 
forehand. If anything were needed to 
emphasize the wisdom of the popular vote 
in this instance it would be sufficient te 
point to the park expenditures as shown 
in the columns of this issue of The In 
vestor.

In yesterday's session of the City Coun- 
cil President Teed took upon himself the 
task of administering a “roast” to a 
pertion of the local press because some 
criticisms bed been published on the se- 
lection—or the supposed selectio * 
site for a new city jail and station.

There were about @ dozen lots offered 
to the Council as sites for a jail, particu- 
lars of which were published, among the 
@etails of the Council p J 
‘Times of Tuesday last. Among these were 
two lots which appeared to be particularly 
desirable from the point of view of the 
average citizen, who is not personally in- 
terested. These were: * 

A lot on the west side of Broadway, a 
short distance north of Court, 65x166 feet, 
for $13,000, or $200 a foot. 

A lot on First street, 165 west of Bréad- 
way, 70x216 feet, for $20,000, or $289 a 
foot, for a very deep lot. 

Both these lots, as will be observed, are 
within five minutes’ walk of the business 
center (First and Spring streets,) and the 
first-nqgmed is opposite the County Jail. 

The lot of C. E. de Camp (against whom 
no criticism is directed by The Times, for 
it is acknowledged that he is offering, 
from his standpoint, strictly a business 
proposition,) is described as follows: 


“Lot having a frontage of seventy-five 
feet on the east side of San Pedro street, 
about sixty feet north of Second street, 
and being about 180 feet deep on the 
southerly line and about 250 feet on its 
northerly line, 314,500.“ 


That is to say, within about 7 per cent. 
of the same price per front foot for a lot 
on San Pedro and Second streets as for a 
fot, not quite so deep, om Broadway, 
within a stone’s throw of First, and op- 
posite the County Jail. 

The corner of Second and San Pedro 
Streets is quite a distance from the busi- 
mess center, and that distance will grow 
larger from year to year. Mr. Teed 
ways the city cannot spend more than 
$15,000 to $20,000 for a site. Neither of 
the sites mentioned costs more than this. 

One of the Councilmen “hoped that the 
matter of this unwarranted criticism 
would be investigated and that the perpe- 
trators of it would be dealt with by the 
board, whoever they may de.“ 

“Upon what meat,” etc., do these mu- 
nicipal Caesars feed? 

Do Mr. Teed and his fellow-Councilmen 
forget that they are the hired servants of 
the citizens of Los Angeles? It is true 
that the city has not yet placed them in 
livery, but none the less they are as 
much the servants of the people as the 
policeman on the watch. Citizens have a 
right to observe and criticise the manner 
in which their money is being spent. Such 
@ matter as the selection of a site for the 
iocation of a new jail should be discussed 
in an open and fearless manner, without 
any star-chamber proceedings. The people 
who put up the money have a right to 
know how it is being expended. This as- 
sumption of outraged dignity on part of 
the city’s municipal servants is unreason- 
able and absurd. When they accepted 
their positions they knew how much a 
month their jobs were worth, and if they 
have not not yet found out, it is time 
they should be informed that public office

Messrs. Sibley and Warner dealt largely 
in glittering generalities. The burden of 
their theme was the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, by 
the United States independently of any 
other nation. The speakers were appar- 
ently sincere in their opinion that such 
action could be taken without disaster to 
the nation—which shows to what extent a 
blind adhesion to one idea can obscure 
the judgment of otherwise intelligent men. 

The free-silverites have adopted the 
name of bimetallists, evidently lacking 
the courage to declare their real attitude 
as silver monometallists, for the policy 
they advocate would, if adopted, drive 
every dollar of gold coin out of the 
country, and place our finances upon a 
silver basis, The cry for free silver“ 
now amended by grace of Stewart, Jones, 
Sibley, Warner, et al., to a cry for bi- 
metallism’’—is a subterfuge of dema- 
gogues, by which they hope to step inté 
power and prestige through the delusion 
and the ignorance of thoughtless voters. 

Bimetallism has always been the basis 
of this nation’s financial policy, and 
probably always will be unless an inscru- 
table Providence should permit these 
fanatics to drive the country to an ex- 


party, throughout its history, has favored 
and ‘adhered to practical bimetallism. 
Under its financial management, after the 
unsettling effects of the war had been 
overcome, every dollar of national cur- 
rena was -anai ed at a parity with 
every other dollar. The Republican party 
will continue 40 uphold practical bimetal- 
‘Irrespective’ of the extremes of 
either silver or gold monometallism. The 
Sibleys, the Warners, and the other im- 
practicables may strut their brief hour 
upon the stage, but the common sense 
of the American people will rescue this 
country from the evils of their proposed 
regime, and. rational, safe, and states- 
manlike methods will in the end prevail. 


THE PACE IS TOO FAST. 


Elsewhere in The Times are reproduced 
from The Investor some statistics which 
are worthy of careful attention. They 
show that the public moneys are being 
lavishly expended under the present munic- 
ipal administration. Especially is this lay- 
ishness of expenditure noticeable as re- 
gards the city parks. For the month of 
April, as the figures show, the expendi- 
tures for park purposes amounted to the 
snug sum of $4745.74, which is at the rate 
of $56,948.88 annually. This is more money 
than the city of Los Angeles can afford 
to spend upon the parks at the present 
time. As The Investor remarks, these 
excessive expenditures indicate that Mayor 
Rader and his friends confidently expected 
that the park bonds would be voted by the 
people, and in that expectation proceeded 
to “discount the future“ without any war- 
rant of law therefor. 

The wisdom of the people in voting down 
the park-bonds proposition is apparent. The 
adverse vote plainly indicates a lack of 
confidence on the part of the people in 
the present municipal administration. As 
The Times clearly pointed out prior to the 
election, no statement had been made as 
to the manner in which the $150,000 asked 
for park purposes was to be expended. It 
was simply proposed to vote into the hands 
of Mr. Rader and his complaisant lieuten- 
ants the lump sum of $100,000 for Elysian 
Park, $25,000 for Westlake Park and $25,000 
for the East Side Park, and trust to the 
wisdom () of the administration as to 
the judicious expenditure of the money. 
The Times plainly said in effect that this 
was taking too much for granted; that 
there should be more specific information 
as to the use of the money. The result of 
‘the election showed that the people took 
the same view of the situation, as they 
voted down each and all of the park-bond 
propositions. 

If the people had had full confidence in 
the Rader administration they would un- 
doubtedly have authorized the park bonds. 
The money for increasing our school facil- 
ittes was voted because the increased facil- 
ities were imperatively demanded and could 
not be longer delayed. The same may be 
said of the new police-station bonds. The 
money for headworks for a water system 
was voted for that specific purpose, and 
can be used in no other way. Hence all 
these propositions carried by sheer force 
of necessity. But the people acted wisely 
in withhoMing the authority for the park- 
improvement bonds. They had no guar-

Universal prosperity is a very pleasant 
thing to talk about, and it would be a 
delightful thing for the world to enjoy.

Make individual character what it should 
be and public sentiment and public ac- 
tion will be right. This is the great 
thing we must aim at, and every individ- 
ual who sees wrongs that he desires miti- 
gated should ask himself first of all, “Am 
I right upon these points? Am I doing 
what I can as an individual member of 
community to weaken the tendencies 
which I deplore; or am I making use of 
others as scapegoats for my short-com- 
ings, my failure to live up to the prin- 
ciples which I recégiitze as right and es- 
sential for the public weal?’ 

How would an army of tramps answer 


rave against existing social conditions 
honestly respond to the same? What 
would be the honest answer of that 
great army of malcontents who assert 
that the things of this life are unfairly 
proportioned, that one man has a good 
deal more than he deserves, and another 
less than he merits? 

Would it not be that nearly every man 
is the moulder of his own destiny; that 
the force of human will, properly applied, 
is mightier than the force of circum- 
stances, and that man is not the mere 
plaything of blind chance, the child of 
unyielding destiny. 

Men intuitively recognize the fact that 
they are the architects of their own 
fortunes, and yet there are those who 
would like to reason away such fact, and 
hold that body which they call society, 
responsible for all their failures and lack 
of success. 

How many men are there who never 
put forth to the fullest extent all of their 
powers; who wait for circumstances to 
favor them instead of seeking to mould 
circumstances to meet their needs? 

The world is full of men who allow 
themselves to drift aimlessly along the 
tide of life, and who never, for once 
even, exercise the full, strong determina 
tion to better themselves through the 
might of their own efforts and the force 
of their conquering will. And for lack 
of this invincible purpose they fail, and 
lay the whole blame and responsibility 
upon the existing order of things. They 
cry out that society is all wrong, and 
that it must be revolutionized, that a 
better system of equality may exist, and 
that there may be fewer poor men and 
ess rich ones. Of course we do not deny 
the existence of economic evils and of 
industrial wrongs; but for these do we 
always lay the blame where it should be 
placed? Do we not forget that individ- 
ual responsibility is as much a factor 
as community responsibifity, and that 
the public should not be compelled to 
bear thé whole burden of blame? 

The truth, as experience teaches us, 
is that men do not regard their per- 
sonal responsibility in the affairs of life 
seriously enough. They are lacking also, 
too many of them, in that spirit of in- 
dependence which leads to the strong de- 
termination of the individual to paddle 
his own canoe. It is not society that 
makes us or unmakes us, but the strength 
or weakness of our personal will de- 
termines our success or failure. Let us 
bear this in mind, and if we are ever 
disposed to complain that society is con- 
atructed on a wrong basis, let us stop and 
honestly investigate ourselves, and see if 
we are individually built aright, and are 
doing our utmost to make ourselves model 
units of the great social and industrial 
whole.

BIMETALLISM. 


Rostram Champions Talk on 
the Monetary Dogma. 


Gen. Warner and Hon. Joseph A. 
Sibley Speak to a Large 
Audience 


A New Declaration of American In- 
dependence—The Golden Image 
That Commands Worship. 
What Will be Done.

Hagard’s Pavilion was fairly well filled 
last evening with people anxious to hear 
the views advanced by Hon. Joseph A. 
Sibley of Pennsylvania and Gen. A. J. War- 
ner of Ohio on the much-discussed question 
of bimetallism. The Blanchard-Fitzgerald 
Band was present to add cheerfulness to 
the occasion, and before the close of the 
last speech its jovial toota were sadly 
needed to lighten- the general weariness 
that hung like a pall ove) the long-suffer- 
ing audience. 

Both speakers were very much.in ear- 
nest, and so overflowing with the impor- 
tance of their subject that they talked on 
and on, sublimely regardless of the flight 
of time and of the gradually-melting audi- 
ence, as it trickled slowly but steadily 
doorward. 

John R. Berry, secretary of the Los An- 
geles League of the American Bimetallic 
Party, spoke a few words of introduction 
in place of John Love, president of the 
league, who was incapacitated from public 
speaking on account of a weak throat.

The whole prosperity of the country rests 
upon the proper handling of this important 
question.

‘that we will succeed.“ 

With reference to the tariff, Gen. War- 
ner said that he found Republican peers 
everywhere declaring the tariff to the 
supreme issue, when, in fact, the country 
has been duncoed into a position” where 
protection a impossible. This is a dedtor 
country. Even after the import and ex- 
ports have been balanced, a debt of $350,- 
000,000 remains to be paid with gold, or 
commodities, and in supplying these com- 
modes we must compete with every 
other debtor country. It would 23288 
sible to pay interest in gold alone for 
three months without breaking the gold 
standard. Tt is a sérious position into 
which the country has been put by the 
Republican party, while the Democratic 
party has not sense enough to get it out. 
It might be poewible to keep along for 
three or four years more with protection 
by paying interest with gold, but in no 
other way could the protective tariff be 
maintained, and debtor nations cannot do 
that. The ground for a protective tariff 
isa cut from under our feet. 

It is impossible to protect the whole sys- 
tom against other naitions. The yellow 
man with the white metal will drive the 
white man with the yellow metai from the 
markets of the world, as the gold level 
of prices makes everything produced in 
gold-etandard countries cost twice as much 
as in countries where silver is used.

A clipping from the San Framcisco 
Chronicle, stating that Theodore Durrant, 
the alleged murderer of Minnie Williams 
and Blanche Lamont, was of Hungarian 
ancestry, was shown to Thomas Durrant, 
grandfather of the accused young man, 
yesterday by a Times reporter. The old 


read the article, and remarked: 

That is news to me. My grandson is 
of English deecenmt. I was born in England 
myeelf, in the village of Holt, county Nor- 
folk, about tem miles from Sandringham 
Palace, the Prince of Wales's country seat. 
So far as I know, all the Durrants are 
English. The family name, when ac- 
cented on the last syllable, sounds French, 
but, properly pronounced, the accent is 
on the first eyllable, which makes it quite 
English. The story that I came to this 
country from Austria is absurd.“ 

Mr. Durrant added chat he left England 
and settled in Canada in 1845, being lo- 
cated in Toronto for many years, from 
which place the family emigrated to Cali- 
fornia in 1882. He came from San Fran- 
cisco to Los Angeles about two years ago. 

Mr. Durrant is a shoemaker by trade, 
and conducts a mall repair on 
Fourth street, between Spring and Broad- 
way. He is 70 years old, and a remarkably 
well-preserved man for his age. He could 
easily pass for a man of 50, and is as 
active and eupple as a man in the prime 
of life.

The Park Commission. 


PROPOSITION TO PLAY. “PINAFORE” 
AT WESTLAKE. 


At the meeting of the Park Commission 
yesterday Superintendent Aiken of the Los 
Angeles Railway Company submitted a 
proposition to have the play Pinatfore“ 
presented at Westlake Park. 

As proposed, the play is to be giveh on a 
small vessel arranged for the purpose on 
the lake at a short distance from the bank. 
It is to be given évery evening during one 
week in the latter part of July. The exhi- 
bition is to be open to the pobl except 
for a small space to be ococwpi with 
seats, for which a moderate admission fee 
is to charged, The street railway com- 
pany is to pay all expenses of the enter- 
tainment. 

The board took the proposition under ad- 
visement, and it as arranged to have 
the members of te commission visit the 
lake this morning for the purpose of exam- 
ining where it is proposed to conduct the 
exhibition. 

A lease of the boating privileges at 
Westlake Park for a term of two years, 
with Newell & McKillip as lesses, was 
approved. In order to go into effect, how- 
ever, the lease will have to be approved by 
the City Council. 

As approved by the commission the lease 
provides that for the privileges therein 
granted Newell & MocKillip are to pay 
the eum of $1105. The charges for boat 
hire may be regulated by the Park Com- 
mission, but must not de less than 25 cents 
per hour for a rowboat with one or two 
persons, and 10 cents for each additional 
person in a boat. The charges for sail- 
boats are not to be leas than 50 cents per 
hour. It is also required that the lessee is 
to make certain provisions for cases of ac- 
cldents to the end that there may be better 


facilities for saving people from drowning 
in such cases. : 


Hollenbeck Arroyo Sewer. _ 
SEBPAGE PREVENTS STOPPING 
WITH CEMENT. 

It is expected the City Engineer will re- 
port to the City Council Monday in the 
matter of making repairs to the Hollen- 
beck arroyo sewer. The Council, it will 
be remembered, has instructed the City 
Engineer to repair all of the sewer except 
the 400 feet which has been excavated and 


relaid, by having a man crawl through it 
and fill the leaks with cement. 


This method of repairing is sald to be 


impracticable for two reasons. One of these 


is that the distances which a man would 
have to crawl are too great. The sewer has 
an internal ameter of only ‘eighteen 
inches, and, although a man might crawl 
through it for a distance of 200 feet or so 
with impunity, to attempt to go to a 
greater distance than that would be dan- 
gerous, 

After a Man has gone through a sewer of 
that size to a distance of more than 200 
feet or so from the nearest manhole, he is 
likely to be overcome with a sort of night- 
mare. The atmosphere becomes close and 
the thought that he may be unable to get 
out again is likely to catise him to faint. 
Should such a thing happen it would be al- 
most impossible to pull him out. 

Another obtection raised against the 
method of repair proposed is that it will 
not be effectual. There is constantly a 
good deal of water running into the sewer 
through the leaks. This water seeps 
from the ground, which is quite wet about 
the pipe, and is for a long time likely to 
be. Should the crevices where these leaks 
oceur be stopped with cement it is stated 
that the continual seepage of water 
through them would prevent the cement 
from properly adhering, and would, there- 
fore, not stop the leaks as it probably 
could be made to do if the sewer were, for 
a time, at least, dry. 


To Save the Water. 


Arrangements are being made to, as far 
as possible, save the water that is going 
to waste in various parts of the city and 
turn it into the sewers so that the city 
may derive some revenue from its sale for 
irrigation from the outfall sewer. The 
overflow from Westlake Park amounts to 
no small sum, and it is intended if pos- 
sible to provide suitable connections so that 
this overflow may be discharged into the 
western intercepting sewer, which is on 


the west line of the city not far from 
Westlake Park. 


City Hall Notes. 

The Police Commission will have an ad- 
journed meeting this morning for the pur- 
pose of investigating the charges which 
have been prefrred against Police Officers 
Maguire, Leverich, Colling and Shearon. 
The Mayor has signed the ordinance pro- 
viding for the appointment of an additional 
assistant superintendent of buildings. He 
has also affixed his signature to the or- 
dinance of intention to pave Main street 
between Ninth and Thirty-seventh streets. 
and to the ordinance making certain 
amendments to the plumbing ordinance. 
The Board of Public Works will meet. 
this morning, and the outlook indicates an 
all-day session’ There are a number of 
questions in reference to street improve- 
ments to be presented, and besides these 
there is to come up for consideration an or- 
dinance which has been referred to the 
board, granting a franchise for an oil-pipe 
line as advertised for sale not long ago. 

In accordance with instructions issued 
by the City Council the Street Superin- 
tendent has issued notices to owners of 
property on Main street between Ninth and 
Thirty-seventh streets to the effect that 
those who have not already done so must 
make the necessary sewer connections to 
the property lines, so that the same will 
not have to be made after Main street is 
da ved.

A PBCULIAR DIVORCE CASE. 

In Department Four yesterday the Santa 
Monica case of Venderanda Slirt vs. Leort- 
ardo Slirt, aw attion for divorce, came up 
for trial before Judge Van Dyke, and after 
occupying his entire time all day, resulted 
in the refusal of the court to grant the 
application, which was based upon & most 
peculiar statement of facts. 

The plaintiff, a young and rather pre- 
possessing Mexican girl, was married to 
the defendant on December 14, 1890, and 
is the mother of two children.

In purstance 
of the devilish scheme concocted by the 
trio, she alleged that on the evening of 
September 26, Valenzuela took advantage 
of the fact that she was sick and weak 
and criminally assaulted her, while her 
husband and the other two men appeared 
on the scene and pretended to discover 
her in the act of committing adultery. For 
the purpose of clinching their evidence, 
Slirt drew a pistol and, covering Valen- 
zuela with it, made him remain on the 
bed, while one of the other men sum- 
moned Mrs. Slirt’s mother to witness her 
daughter's shame. 

Slirt, who is a tall young Mexican 
laborer, denied that he was a party to 
any concerted scheme, but insisted that, 
after suspecting that his wife and Valefi- 
zuela were criminally intimate, he laid a 
trap for the guilty couple and caught 
them. 
It leaked owt from the evidence, how- 
ever, that when Slirt and his two wit- 
nesses left the Neptune Gardens and 
started over to the former’s house, Valen- 
zuela was with them and accompanied 
them to the bridge: and, after vainly at- 
tempting to probe to the bottom of the 
affair, Judge Van Dyke declined to grant 
elther party a decree, and dismissed them 
with a suggestion that they settle their 
differences themselvs. 

It will be remembered that Slirt and 
Valenzuela were arrested upon complaint 
of Mrs. Slirt some months ago, but were 
discharged upon the preliminary hearing 
of the case by Justice Young.

PROPOSED JAIL SITES. 


The bids which were handed in to the 
Council of sites for a new city jail and 
police station, furnish a good idea of the 
prices that are asked for property in va- 
rious parte of the city, within half a 
mile of the business center. Among the 
bids were the follaewing: A Jot 111 feet on 
Third street by feet on Gan Pedro 
street and 113 feet on Boyd street, $16,000, 
which is a little over $140 a foot for the 
Third street frontage, or $80 a foot for the 
San Pedro-street frontage. 

Seventy-five feet on the east side of San 
Pedro street, just north of Second, by 180 
feet deep, $14,500. 

Sixty-five feet on the west side of Broad- 
way, just north of Court, 165 feet deep, 
$13,000. Thie price—$200 a foct—is cer- 
tainly very reasonable, besides which the 
location wauld be a most convenient one, 
being almost opposite the County Jalil and 
Courthouse, 

One hundred and sixty-four feet on Belle- 
vue avenue by 117 feet on Buesna Vista 
and 124 feet on New High, $20,000. 

Sixty feet on Main, opposite the Plaza, 
seventy-eight feet on Republic street and 
159 feet on New High street, $24,999. 

Seventy feet on the south side of Firat, 
165 feet west of Broadway, 216 feet deep, 
$20,000. This is only about $120 a foot 
for a lot within three minutes’ walk of 
the Nadeau Hotel, and upon a street 
which is likely to become an important 
business thoroughfare as soon as the hill 
is cut through in good shape. 

Altogether, these prices appear to be 
very reasonable and show conclusively that 
there are plenty of bargains left in inside 
property for those who have the courage 
to look a little way into the future. 


ABOUT CHEAP LAND. 


Those who have lived for a considerable 
time in the world, and who have profited 
by the experience which they have gained, 
have learned that a thing is not always 
really cheap because it is low- 
priced. The Times has shown on 
many occasions that there is plenty 
of land within a reasonable distance 
of Los Angeles that ie not only relatively 
but actually cheap in price. Some people, 
however, do not appear to be satisfied with 
this, but have to go further away and put 
their money into land that is not only low 
in price but comparatively worthless in 
quality. Such, according to a local con- 
temporary, has been the experience of some 
people who have been purchasing land in 
Lincoln county, Nev., from a local firm 
which és selling State school lands along 
the proposed line of the Nevada Southern 
Railroad in that section. The land bought 
by one party was described as first-class 
agricultural land, free from all alkali, but 
upon investigation be discovered that the 
land which he had bought was of an en- 
tirely alkali formation. When he charged 
the sellers with the deception and de- 
manded the return ot his money be was un- 
able to get . 

There is undoubtedly much good land up 
in that section, but a party who buys with- 
out first making a personal investigation 
can never tell just what sort of land he 
is going to get. In any case it will be 
some years before this land becomes of 
much value, and when everything is taken 
into consideration there is no doubt that 
nine times out of ten a person of moderate 
means would do better by paying a little 
more for land mearer in that is known to 
be good and which is already within easy 
distance of a railroad and a market. For 
instance, there are large quantities o'? 
good land to be had in the Antelope Val- 
ley, within three or four hours’ ride of 
Los Angeles, at about $15 an acre. On 
this land some of the finest wheat that 
has ever been raised in California is 
grown. Not only this, but the section is 
well adapted to the growing of cherries. 
lemons and other fruit. Then, again, in 
the central portion of San Diego county 
there is plenty of good land that can be 
purchased, at about the same price. This 
is at present somewhat far from com muni- 
cation, but it is only a question of a short 
time before all that section will be opened 
up, and even now it is in every way far 
more convenient of access than Southern 
Nevada. A good many people make a seri- 
ous mistake when they figure only on the 
actual cost of land without taking into con- 
sideration the question of whether it is 
not dear for their purpose at any price. 

THE CHINESE METHOD. 

The system—or rather lack of system— 
which prevails of making street improve- 
ments in Los Angeles is really worthy of 
the Flowery Kingdom. For eample, for 
nearly six months a gang of men have been 
at work grading the block on Flower 
street, between First and Court. A few 
weeks ago the work was completed, and a 
nice smooth street resulted, much to the 
satisfaction of residents in the neighbor- 
hood, who, during the rainy season, had 
been forced to make a detour or else to 
wade through piles of mud. Only a few 
days after the improvement was finally 
completed notices were posted along the 
block announcing that an ordinance had 
been passed for a sewer on that street, 80 
that now the street will again be torn up, 
and, of course, will be permanently in- 
jured, fora street is never again so smooth 
after it has once been torn to pieces, 
especially when the excavations are filled 
in so carelessly as is the rule in this city. 
If our Councilmen would devote a little 
less time to quarreling with the Police 
Commission as to who is responsible for 
the Sunday liquor sales and the social 
evil, and a little more time to looking 
after the condition of the streets, the city 
would be much the gainer. As it is now, 
every one appears to be allowed to do 
pretty much as he pleases with the public 
streets. House-movers dig big holes in 
newly-graded streets, which they fill up 
in the most perfunctory manner, and con- 
tractors continue to erect fences out in 
the street, in spite of the ordinance which 
was recently passed forbidding this prac- 
tice. As an example, the big fence around 
the venerable ruin of the old courthouse 
is still standing.

AN IMPORTED BUILDING. 

The Builder and Contractor has the fol- 
lowing in regard to the manner in which 
the Irvine Block on Broadway was con- 
structed: 


“The Irvine Block, now in course of 
rection, on the corner of Third street and 
ä — is the single instance of a San 
Francisco product in the way of building, 
dropped down in Los Angeles. The bricks, 
iron work, glass, cement, lumber, mill- 
work, the contractor and many of the 
mechanics, all came from San Francisco, 
only. the architect and the plumber are 
native to Los Angeles soil. It may be 
also added that the money with which 
the structure is being built bears the odor 


loom the heads of the owners of the block, 
who look out of the second-story window 
of their dwelling over San Francisco Bay. 

No other instance of this character ap- 
pears in the building history of Los An- 
geles. It reminds one forcibly of those 
California days when ships brought frame 
dwellings, around Cape Horn, from New 
York and unloaded them in this State, 
where they were put together like the 
toy-blocks of children. e same method 
of transporting houses occurred in the 
early colonial days in the East, when brick 
houses were brought from England; but 
the colonial days of Los Angeles are past, 
at least they are past so far as San Fran 
cisco being the parent country is con- 
cerned. Messrs. Irvine, probably, do not 
know this. Los Angeles has extensive 
brick works, large lumber yards, immense 
iron works and innumerable contractors 
out of jobs. 

“If Messrs. Irvine had given any of 
these people half a chance they would 
nave gladly contributed their several en- 
deavors toward building the house, and 
the structure, when erected would have 
been just as good as will be the one now 
building, when it is completed. 

We have no idea of the influences at 
work which caused this anomaly in Los 
Angeles building; we don’t know why it 
was they should bring all the material 
and labor from San Francisco; perhaps 
it is because there are more of these 
things there than here; but, unless 
Messrs. Irvine belong to the Half-million 
Club, we would suggest that they use the 
same influences which prompted them to 
bring their labor and material here to 
construct the building. to bringing the 
tenants also to occupy’ it, when com- 
pleted.”’ .

SETTLED THAT THE RAYMOND 
WILL BE REBUILT. 


Meeting of the W. C. T. U.—A 
Return Whist Battle Fought— 


PASADENA, May 9.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The Raymond rebuilding seems 
now to be a matter of only a short time, 
as the plans of the architect have been 
accepted and he is busily at work upon 
the drawings. The foundation of the old 
structure is only slightly damaged and will 
be utilized for the new hotel, thus saving 
a large item in the expense, and making 
the lines of the new structure similer to 
those of the old. The plans call for a much 
larger building than the old hotel, and a 
much more imposing one architecturally. 
The old Raymond was, as every one is 
aware who knew it, not a triumph of ar- 
chitectural beauty. In fact, it made no 
pretensions whatever upon that score, for 
it was built at a time when use was more 
considered than anything else. The plans 
for the new Raymond do not show the stiff 
and formal outlines of the former, and the 
details will be harmonious throughout. The 
outside will be stucco over steel lath, a 
‘material found to be exceedingly effective 
in Southern California architebture, and 
which has been used in the duilding of 
some of the handsomest houses in Pasa- 
dena. There will be fire walls dividing the 
main portions of the hotel from one an- 
other, and a liberal use of terra cotta or 
“fire-proof’ brick. More dressing-rooms 
and apartments en suite in large numbers 
will be among the improvements in the 
present plans, and in the matter of plumb- 
ing and sanitary arrangements mt 
is of the most modern kind. Mr. Raymon 
és still in Pasadena, and is likely to remain 
here until all of the details of building 
are adjusted. It is the general impression 
that if the hotel is not built and opened 
for guests in readiness for the next tour- 
ist season it will be a long time before it 
can de made a paying institution, because 
the tourists who are in the habit of com- 
ing to Southern California year after year 
become habituated to certain environments, 
but if once weaned from a hotel rarely re- 
turn to it. Thefore it is hoped that the 
close of the year will witness a trium- 
phant phoenix on Raymond Hill.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


g Black Scale Para- 
sites— Hay and Grain. 


RIVERSIDE, May 9.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) A question of grave import- 
ance to not only the fruit-growers of 
Riverside county, but of every portion of 
the State, has been precipitated this week 
by H. B. Muscott, chairman of the San 
Bernardino County Board of Horticultural 
Commissioners, and Dr. J. H. Pierson of 
the same county, appearing before the 
Board of Supervisors as an inquiry com- 
mittee relative to the work of the rhizo- 
dus and the other parasites supposed to 
prey upon the black scale affecting or- 
chards everywhere. The two gentlemen 
named, it will de remembered, said that of 
over 6000 of the rhizobius placed in or- 
chards in San Bernardino county last fall 
nut one of the bugs or beetles could be 
found so far this season. Mr. Muscott 
stated that im correspondence with John 
Scott, Horticultural Commisioner of Los 
Angeles county, * gentleman had writ- 
ten him to the ect that the rhizobius 
had not propogated in that county, and 
word had deen received from Santa Har- 
bara, the home of the little parasite, that 
it was not giving the satisfaction there 
that was expected of it, and that, instead of 
the parasite increasing and cleaning the 
orchards, the black scale wis increasing 
and the parasite, if not decreasing, was 
not increasing fast enuogh to handle the 
scale. The question at issue is as to the 
propogation ‘of the bug, it being admitted 
that it will work upon the black scale. 

The discussion was brought out by the 
reports from Felix G. Havens, the new 
Horticultura] Commissioner of Riverside, 
having from time to time within the past 
month given out through the press of 
Riverside, and through The Times corre- 
spondence from Riverside, that he was 
finding the larva of the rhizobius and the 
bug itself in la numbers in the or- 
chards in this ley, and giving as his 
opinion that the pfrasite would increase 
so rapidly that in a short time spraying 
and fumigating could be dispensed with. 
Mr. Havers, while before the board 
Wednesdey, in addition to his report, ex- 
tracts of which were published in the 
press, said that he was yet confident that 
parasites were doing good work in the or- 
chards here in destroying the black scale, 
but modifled his statements heretofore 
made as to the rhizobius doing the work 
by saying that there were several species 
of the bug of which the twice-stabbed 
ladybug was one, and which latter he 
found in great numbers, and that, alto- 
gether, good work was being done by 
them. 

George W. Van Kirk of South Riverside 
presented a bottle containing a number of 
beetles which he gathered from orchards 
in that locality in which he placed col- 
omies in June, 1893, which were pronounced 
to be the genuine rhizobius. He said 
there were a great many of them, but not 
as numerous as they should be to ef- 
fectively destroy the black scale. He said 
he would not give an opinion as to the 
prapogation of this particular parasite, 
nor as to the effectiveness of its work, un- 
til he had thoroughly investigated the 
subject. To this end he was granted per- 
mission by the Board of Supervisors to 
visit the Cooper ranch at Santa Bar- 
Dara and make a personal investigation 
of the work being done by the parasite 
there as to the habits of the beetle. 

It was suggested by Mr. Havens that 
possibly where the colonies placed last 
fall did not show up this summer the 
beetles might have been secured too late 
in the season, after they had deposited 
their eggs. , 

The question at issue is as to whether 
these parasites can be depended upon to 
destroy the scale and as to which species 
i thc best. The black scale must be de- 
str¢yed either by these beetles or by 
spraying and fumigation. 

Mr. Vankirk has received several letters 
from parties on the subject from some 
of which extracts are here made. Judson 
Williams, Horticultural Commissioner of 
San Diego county and located at Fall- 
brook, says: As to the rhivobius, I think 
we had something like 6000 distributed in 
various portions of our county, but am 
unable to state positively that there is 
now one alive in the county. I am not 
encouraging our people to hope for any- 
thing from them.” 

J. F. Melntyre, Horticultural Commis- 
sioner of Ventura county, says: “I think 
that the rbizobius can be depended upon 
to clean out the black seale. They seem 
to be a little slower in breeding on the 
orange and lemon trees. I hardly know 
why. Perhaps they need protection from 
the pupa, or the scale tastes differently 
from the scale on the olive. They are as 
numerous in one of our olive orchards as 
they were at Mr. den I was 
at his place, and he says his black scale 
is all gone now.“ 

T. N. Snow, Horticultural Commissioner 
of Santa Barbara county, writes at length 
and, as he is on the ground where it is 
Claimed that the beetle has been doing 
such excellent work, what he says is given 
in full: “I am pleased,” he says, to be 
able to testify to the ability of my friends, 
the rhizobii. I have been intimately ac, 
quainted with them for about two years, 
and I have full faith im their success as 
exterminators of the black ecale. The 
greatest trouble I experience is the lack 
of patience on the part of those who re- 
ceive colonies. I have had gentlemen 
of good business talent come to me in one, 
two or three months after placing the 
beetles upon their trees, and say they 
had no confidence in their work, as the 
black scale had not disappeared, and I 


have persuaded and coaxed them to give 


the littie fellows a fair chance. Suppose 
a colony of 100 to be placed in a tree to- 
night; by tomorrow night they will prob- 
ably be distributed into a dozen or more 
trees, and in a month ther are scattered 
for a mile in ail directions. So we must 
wait till they have propogated several 
times before they . become numerous 
enough to do clean work. This will not 
be accomplished till the next season after 
colonization, when they will become a 
large army and will take the young scales 
(larvae) as fast as they hatch; and at the 
end of the second season very few scales 
will de found. As an ilustration, 8. p. 
Stow, one of the largest lemon-growers 
in our county, tried the rhizobius twice, 
and each time, after waiting a few 
months,- sprayed his entire grove thor- 
oughly.’ Of course he destroyed all, or 
nearly all the beetles. Last summer he 
obtained another large colony and in No- 
vember last the rhizobius was found in 
all stages of development. But they had 
but a short time, comparatively, to work 
before winter set in. As a natural cgonse- 
quence his lemons to have smut 


upon them, and will continue to have it 
till next summer. I was told that Mr. 
Harieigh Johnston, who buys Mr. Stow’s 
fruit, and Mr. Stow were of the opinion 
that the grove should be sprayed. If 
these gentlemen will wait till summer the 
beetles will do the work for them. El- 
wood Cooper was..comipelled to wait till 
the end of the second: Beason to realize 
the completeness of their work. The 
beetles will not be found in large num- 
bers before the Ist of June.“ 
GRAIN AND HAY. 

While the members of the Board of Su- 
ber visors from the country were in the 
city this week, inquiry was made as to 
the grain and hay prospects throughout 
the portions of the county represented by 
the several gentlemen, and the reports 
were very encouraging. Mr. Shaver of San 
Jacinto said that the late rains had in- 
sured fully a two-thirds crop of wheat 
and torley, and hay would be plenty and 

The yield would be fully doubled 
by the rains. Mr. Thompson of -Bisinore, 
Murrieta, Temecula, reports that there 
will be a fair crop in his lceality, much 
betier than an average yield, although 
that portion of the county did not have 
as liberal an allowance of rain as 
game other localities. Mr. Compton of 
South Riverside, and whose district ex- 
tends over @ good portion of the west 
portion ot the county, gave a good report 
of the yield in his territory, but that a 
few fields south of Riverside showed rust 
pretty badly. This latter statement 
brought out a discussion as to the wheat 
less likely to be affected by rust, Mr. 
Thompson said the Deflance was abso- 
lutely dust-proof, and Mr. Shaver added 
that the White Russian was amost sure 
to be free from rust. These gentlemen 
should be pretty good authority on the 
crops throughout the county.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


MORE EVIDENCE THAT BARNES 
MAY BE A MURDERER. 


The Chamber of Commerce Fails to 
Reorganize--Assessed Valuation 
of San Bernardino City— 
County Facts. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 9.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The story of the dtepoel- 
tion that Barnes, the Ontario bank-robber, 
made of his partner, Hyatt, first published 
im the Times-Index, is gaining credence 
and already many rumors in connection 
with the two men are coming to the pub- 
Me ear, and they increase the interest 
already awakened by the publication of 
the facts as reported. 

There bas been some doubt as to whether 
such a man as Hyatt ever worked at Echo 
Mountain, as detailed by Barnes, but in- 
Veetigation has substantiated that part 
of his statement. Hyatt was an electri- 
cian employed there, but whether he and 
Barnes left there together is not known. 
Hyatt left Echo Mountain about the time 
of the Ontario bank-robbery, and has never 
been accounted for since. The location 
of the murder of Hyatt is given as in the 
foothills below Rincon, and parties are 

eady searching for the remains of the 
man who was last seen driving furiously 
out of Ontario in that direction in com- 
pany with Barnes. The offer of a little 
reward for news of the missing Hyatt 
would perhaps assist in the search and 
@end scores of men into the foothills to 
look for the man and the buried treasure, 
$3000, which still lies hid where buried by 
the robbers. 

Two men came in yesterday from the 
desert and report having found a mewly- 
made grave about thirty miles north of 
Ontario, but that, on their return, & 
showed signs of Having been Jisturbed 
and they thought it might possibly be the 
remains of Hyatt and that some friend of 
Barnes's bad been there and unearthed and 
carried off the money. Unfortunately 
for their theory it is in the wrong 
locality, for Barnes and Hyatt drove south 
from. Ontario. 

Just what the men may have disovered 
is of course unknown. They say che grave, 
if such it was, was a few feet from the 
roadeide, and as they noticed it while go- 
ing up to their mine, it was heaped up 
in mound shape. When they retarned, 
there were footprints about #, and it bad 
been disturbed, while the track of a light 
vehicle of some sort could be seen leading 
off up the canyon. Whether the discov- 
ery is of any importance or not cannot 
be told, but neither the Coroner or the 
Sheriff are much impressed.

An effort was made last night to reor- 
gamize the Chamber of Commerce, which 
closed for lack of funds, but @o Iittle m- 
terest was taken in the move that not 
more than half a dozen men appeared at 
the place of meeting and the matter was 
allowed to lapse until some future time. 
Probably next fall the Chamber of Com- 
merce under some name will be revived, 
but not at present. 

LICENSE TAX. 

Petitions are pouring in upon the new 
board of City Trustees for reduction or 
abolishment of the business license tax, 
and they seem inclined to abolish it en- 
tirely where the person doing business 
pays a tax on his goods, but to retain 
the license in other cases. This change 
cannot be made until the fing of the 
rate of taxation after the assessments 
are all in, inorder to make up the def- 
icit that will occur. 

ASSESSED VALUATION. 

The assessed valuation of the city is 
about $4,000,000. The tax collected last 
year from all sources, including that 
from licenses, was about $40,000. Ot 
this, something like $6000 was from the 
business license tax. The rate of taxa- 
tion in the city last year was 90 cents on 
$100. If it costs as much to provide for 
the expenses of the city this year as it 
did in 1894, to raise the sum of $40,000 on 
the same assessed valuation would neces- 
sitate a rate of $1 on the $100, or an in- 
crease of 10 cents in the rate on $100, 
an increase of 10 per cent. in the tax 
levy. It is expected that at the proper 
time this disposition of the case will be 
made, and the business license where it 
is a double tax, be abolished.
